China Buying Railroads. 

While China is seekingindemnity she also 
is paying out money in order to escape inter- 
national complications. Sir Chentung Liang | 
Cheng, the Chinese minister to the United 
Btates, handed J. Pierpont Morgan today 
‘the sum of $2,000,000, the first of three pay- 
aments to aggregate $6,270,000 for the repur- 
‘ighase of the contract granted by China eight 
Syears ago to the Ameri¢an China Develop- 
ment company. This company, from all Chi- 
‘nese accounts, seems tojhave conducted it- 


H geht in @ manner parti¢ularly harmful to 


American interests and to have involved 
Presiderit Qoosevelt in a disagreeable pre- 
dicament. The company: was granted a con- 
cession to build a railroad connecting Han- 
kow and Canton and piercing three of the 
richest southern provingces. It was empow- 
ered to issue bonds, but4t was forbidden on 
pain of cancellation of the concession to 
permit control to pass into European hands. 
Steps were taken to build the road, and sur- 
vey parties are being s¢nt out, and some of 
these, it is alleged, conducted themselves dis- 
gracefully. Women weve attacked, several 
murders were committed, and considerable 
looting is said to have been done. The net 
résult of the work is a short branch line bullt 
for the convenience of the company’s em- 
ployés rather than fofthe use of the Chinese 


people. 
Couldn’t Stand King Leopold. 

The Chinese authorities looked with dis- 
pleasure upoh the slowness of construction 
and the conduct of the ¢om ny’s employés. 
They took no action for the cancellation of 
the concessidn, however, until they learned 


.that King Leopold of Belgium had acquired 


1,200 shares: of the company’s stock, and 
was slowly getting control of the entire 
enterprise. They decided then that it was 
time the contract was evoked, and author- 
iged Chan Chih Tung, Weeroy of the three 
southern provinces, ih convert with Sir Chen- 
tung Liang Cheng, the Chinese minister to 
America, to take measures to this end. Vice- 
roy Chan Chih Tung censulted the nobility 
of the provinces and fdund them willing to 
contribute the funds to ‘-bulld the road them- 
selves. This will be highiy advantageous to 
China, which -believes her integrity depends 
to a large extent upon her own control of the 
railroads.” Besides, if foreign powers bufllt 
controversies would 
occur, and it was deemed beSt for good 
international relations; that China should 
get possession of all the foads built and 
to construct any new ones planned. 


President Roosevelt Interferes. 

There was under consideration the question 
how the contract should be canceled. The 
Chinese authorities did hot want to offend the 
United States by revoking it on the ground of 
the violation of the clause forbidding the 
transfer of stock to European states.

To save the ‘cOmpany J. Plerpont 
Morgan was induced tobuy a large block of 
the stock. Then representations were made 
to President Roosevelt;which convinced him 
that American interests were being unjustly 
treated.

Cireular Attacks Him—Loeals to Vote 
on New Union. 


“Down with graft and dzarism. Up with 
the banner of trades unionism. iqualrights 
to all; special privileges to none.”’ 

Adopting this “‘ slogan,” the general com- 
mittee of secessionists fram the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters yesterday hurled 
its fitet thunderbolt against President Cor- 
nelilus P. Shea. 

The storm which has been gathering around 
the head of Shea ever since *he succeeded In 
getting himself reglected as president in 
the convention at Philadelphia, broke, and 
Chicago became thé center of it. The local 
organization probably will be disrupted. 

Letters and circulars were received in the 
offices of all the teamsters’ unions during 
the day. .The charges of “ malfeasance and 
mismanagement ’’ against Shea are contained 
in a booklet in which reference is made to 
a secret inner club ruling the union. The 
movement is headed by) George Innis of 
Detroit, setretary and “boss” of the Team 
Drivers’ International union before that 


‘organization was merged) into the present 


order. There are thirty-four men on the 
general committee supporting him. 

Pirect and indirett charges of dishonesty 
and double dealing and violation of the oath 
of the constitution) are made against the in- 
terhational president. The abject of the 
move is to take a vote in all the, unions on 
the question of repudiating the convention 
and establishing @ new ofganization and 
drawing upa new constitution, with the ref- 
erendum vote as the keynote: 


Accusaticns in Detail. 

Shea’s high handed methods in ruling the 
convention form the basis Of the charges, 
which read: 

‘We charge President Shea with having 
violated the solenin obligation taken when 
he accepted the office, in that he promoted 
and has been president of the notofious 
‘Vaseline club,’ an organization dual in tis 
aims. The interests of this club were held 
paramount to those of the delegates. 

“We charge that he cénnived. with and 
aided the ‘ Vaseline club‘ in bringing aboyt 
the election of officers before the committee 
had disposed of the report on the Chicago 
strike. He thus shut off an investigation 
that would have been dangerous to his candi- 
dacy. He refused a rol) call ona motion to 
indorse the Chicago strike, refused to vacate 
the ¢hair, or listen to an appeal. " 


Misuse of Funds Alleged. 
"We charge that he has‘used the funds of 


our OPgarnization | to further his persona] 
and aay sic a ents and has paid out 


thousands of dollars to men never elected to 
any office in our organization. 

“Shea has been president twenty-one 
months. He has drawn from the treasury for 
salary and expenses $6,255, or $9.78 a day. 
He has caused paid to F. P. Hall of Boston 
$2,733, and to F. J. Minnihan of Boston 
$1,020. These were his henchmefh: They 
never held office. Shea paid to the American 
Federation of Labor. $3,245 more than was 
due that body from the per capita tax. 

** No other interpretation can be placed on 
this bold and admitted robbery than a scheme 
to get jobs in the federation for his friends. 

“The brotherhood has 506 locals. The 
expense of the headquarters office for the 
last year is charged at $4,932. The Team 
Drivers’ International union had 672 locals 
and the office for a corresponding period cost 
$2,328. 

"The average paid memberships for the 
first nine months shows 61,448 members, 196 
riew organizations, and 224,219 new members. 
This makes a total of 83,667 members when 
he first came in office. The paid up member- 
ship in July showed 48,978 men. The balance 
in the treasury shows a decrease of $40,000, 
$285,760.72 having been spent for strikes in 
the last two years, most of which have been 
lost.” 

Ask for Prompt Action. 


In the preliminary part of the appeal it {s 
stated that “prompt and united action on 
the part of all loyal teamsters is absolutely 
esseritial to the preservation of the interna- 
tional brotherhood.” 

The unions receiving the circular also re- 
ceived a ballot with blanke for “ yes " and 
‘no’ to be crossed in. On the ballot are 
these questions: 

* “* Shall we repudiate the election of officers 
and all the unconetitutional acts that took 
nlace in the Philadelphia convention? 

”“ Shall we at once declare for and adopt the 
referendum? 

‘Shall we withhold support from’ Pres!i- 
dent Shea and his executive board pend- 
ing an investigation? 

‘Shall a committe be appointed and at 
onge proceed to assume temporary control 
and to prepare a national constitution em- 
bodying the referendum e6ystem, and to sub- 
mit the same to all local unions for ratifica- 


tion or rejection?’’ 


Added to these questions are recommenda- 
tions by the general committee that the 
questions be answered in the affirmative. 


Secession Strength in Chicago. 

The Chicago men on the committee are 
William Friedhof of the department store 
drivers; C. J. Schroeder and P. Ji McMahon 
of the brick, tile, and terra cotta drivers; 
F. H. Ray of the commission drivers; A. J, 
Réed of the furniture wagon drivers; Robert 
Abels of the lumber drivers; James Murphy 
of the excavating teamsters; Joseph Kem- 
merling of the laundry drivers; M. J. Duffy 
of the department store drivers. 

Ray and McMahgpn, especially, fought 
Shea's policy throughout the teamsters’ 
strike and have been his enemies for years.

MANUAL SCHOOLS FOR ALL, 


Universal Demand for Training 
Will Be Met in Chicago.

Domestie Science ‘Also to Be Extended 
Among the City Pupils. 


To meet the unprecedented demand from 
parents and puplis in all sections of the city 
the board of education is taking steps to 
place manual training within the reach of 
every one of the 280,000 children enrolled in 
the public schools. Already eighteen new 
manual training centers have been opened 
within the last few days in as many elemen- 
tary schools, making the total number 138. 
It is now. planned to make it possible for 
pupils from every school in the city to visit 
these centers once or twice a week to attend 
manual training classes. 

From the day the doors of the public 
schools were thrown open  tetters from 
parents began to pour into the office of Supt. 
Cooley and the office of Supervisor df Manual 
Training R. M. Smith, demanding that oppor- 
tunity be given to all children to receive 
manual training. 

Mothers and fathers from the congested 
districts thronged the board rooms in the 
hope of finding a way for their children te get 
more manual training than is provided'in the 
school programs, 

Manual Teachers in Demand. 

At all of the schools in the congested dis- 
tricts manual training classes have been 
organized, but Instruction In this branch is 
only once a week, owing to lack of 
These parents demanded that one 
al training each week be given 
to their children, and the school board is 
making plans to comply with this demand. 

Supervisor Smith has arranged a program 
which will permit the children of every 
echool in the system, with the exception of 
thirteen which are in the outlying districts, 
to spend one day each week at the nearest 
manual training center. It is hoped that 
before the end of the year the pupils In the 
thirteen outlying schools can enjoy the same 
advantages, and that perhaps two days @ 
week may be allotted for gucn instruction. 

The demand for manual training, household 
arts, and domestic science was greater this 
year than during the first week ‘of any pre- 
ceding school year. As a result the school 
board will make an effort to establish more 
domestic science centers during the coming 
year. At the present time household arts 
are taught to the pupils of all but twenty- 
schools. 


High Schools Are Crowded. 

Most of the sixtecn high schools in Chicago 
are crowded to overflowing with the opcning 
of the new school year. School officiais say 
this indicates that more puplis than ever be- 
fore are taking advantage of 4 high school! 
course. 

The chief reason assigned for the increased 
attendance In the high schools is that many 
of the puplis are anxious for manual train- 
ing and household arts courses, which ts be- 
¢goming a prominent educational oo of 
the Chicaga public schools,

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 8.—{Special.}]—iIf the 
recent ruling of the interior department to 
stop all liquor selling in the so-called ‘ Indian 
country *’ is enforcéu every saloon and liquor 
store in all of Minénégta north of Fort Snell- 
ing will be shut down.

Mr, Mitten thinks the people of this town 


| are hard to: please. © For months after he 


came here to manage the Cliicago City 
railway he was bombarded incessantly with 
complaints from patrons whe were con- 
demned by the imadequate transportation 


car straps. When the time came to order 
the new Indiana avenue cars Mr. Mitten, 
instead of having straps hung from’ the tops 
of the’ cars, caused rods, by means of which 
standing passengers could support them- 
selves, to be put on the backs of the seats, 
and he shook hands with himself every time 
he thought with what joy the innovation 
would be welcomed by the long suffering 
race of strap-hangers. He expected people 
to get so much satisfaction from grasping 
the hand rails that they -would gladly fore- 
gp the pleasure of occupying the seats to 
which the rails were attached. His sur- 
prise-and:chagrin were therefore great 
when he began, almost as soon as the new 
cars were put into commission, to receive 
jetters from strap-hangers demanding the 
restoration of-their precious straps. It is 
hard to understand how anybody can pre- 
fer being suspended from the top of a car 
like a quarter of beef on a butcher’s hook 
to keeping his balance by means of a sup- 
port placed lower down, but perhaps some 
of the people of Cnicago, by long experience 
in strap-lianging, have developed physical 
peculiarities which render it impossible for 
them to ride on a street car in comfort in 
any other way. If Mr. Mitten really wishes 
finally to silence the complainers he might 
try providing the Chicago City railway’s 
patrons with so many cars that they won’t 
have to support themselves by either straps 
or rails. As much as-the people who use 
the Indiana avenue and other south side 
lines are attached to their straps it is 
thought most of them could gradually be 
weaned away from them and indticed to 
pecupy seats if there were seats for them 
to occupy. 


ROOSEVELT CUTS OFF HEADS.

Slums of the Mikado’s Capital, in 
Which 500,000 Poor Live 
in Squalor. 


It is strange to picture Tokio, the capital 


of the mikado, in the clutches of a mob. | 


From the day the. war- began the worki-has 
been fed with stories ofthe patient endur- 
ance of a si law respecting people, 
who loved their émperor and who submitted 
to his every word..: 

The cable dispatches now reveal Tokio in 
a hew light. They»lift the curtain on a 
new and strahge To Tokio that the 
world has not suspécted, 

It is well that the truth is known. In no 
capital of the world does the plummet sound 
deeper in the ocean of poverty, wretched- 
ness, and human woe than ih Tokio. Lon- 
,don with its ‘‘ submerged tenth "Paris with 
its. sewers peopled with vicious half fed 
hamanity—the groveling Russians 
ky’s night refuges—fail to eQual the abso- 
lute wrtechedness of the slums of° Tokio, 
where live half a million or more of the 
starved subjects of the son of héaven-— 
too poor to own even the rags they wear. -

Too Poor to Eat Rice. 


In ‘Tokio not fewer than 200,000 people sels. 


dom, if ever, know of a certainty where the 
necessities of the next day will come from, 
and throughout the land the great majority 
are too poor to eat rice. The high grade rice 
‘grown in the islands is exported almost to 
the last sack, and inferior rice imported for 
those who can afford it.’ Ricé is not in every 
bowl, as the tourists fondly imagine. A re- 
cent visitor in Tokio writes: . 

‘“‘T have spent days and nightsin the midst 


of this Inexpressible residue of Japan incom- . 


pany with a brilliant native sociologist; who, 
like scores of his fellow: students of men and 
things, believes that Japan has left its good 
days of general happiness and general com- 
fort forever behind and is entering Upon a 
sordid and mereiless age of industriali§sm, in 
which its péople are not fitted by tenmipera- 
ment to compete, and. whose proletariat is, 
moreover, far too intelligent and too proud 
to be exploited by capital. He is crying outa 
warning to Japan that her séat at the council 
table of the powers is being paid for in the 
blood of her citizens, not expended as they 
would pour it forth cheerfully in war, but in 
factory an@ on farm, in shop and in office. 

‘«* Think for a moment,’ he cried last week 
as we looked at a Japanese battleship in the 
offing, ‘what a multitude of our tiny' rice 
fields.it takes to support such a monster, and 
then remember that our people can’t afford 
to eat rice!’

In Darkest Tokio. 


‘But whether the last state of Japan 
be. worse than her frst, let us proceed to 
Darkest Tokio. We will visit the Shitaya 
quarter, which is close by the beautiful 
Uyeno park, 

“Tokio is so vast, it is such an immense 
sea of sheds, that from the highest point 
on the clearest day one can see but a frac- 
tion of its aréa—but here are fifteen dis- 
tricts of mean streets. The crazy structures 
called houses, which are in reality sheds, 
are strung along in a series of dilapidated 
and filthy compartments.. To folk as poor as 
those who live here, cleanlifiess, so dear to 
the average Japanese that it is above god- 
liness, is out of the question. 

“The walls are decayed and full of crevices 
and cracks, the roof leaks, and there is moss 
and broken tiles, the shoji are full of holes 
-or patched with newspapers, the mats are 
‘ragged, dirty, and moldy. 
water in the streets and a still fonler stench 
in the air, whose source is often Vigible 
to the eye. Frequently one sees dead rats 
in the roadway. but for fear of the plague 


they are quickly made away with. After 


coming from the dairitiness and @elightful 
artistry of well to do Tokio, Shitdya is the 
abomination of desolation. 

“The most tumble down of these abodes 
may be rented for frem 40 cents to 50 cents 
per month, but there are. houses so fine that 
they cost as high as 2 dents, or even 4 
cents, a day. To afford one of these ex- 
pensive residences sevéral families club to- 
gether, not alone for economy Dut also for 
warmth, in winter all hands crowding to-, 
gether on the mats. Charcoal is not always 
to be afforded, and heat is a great lnoxury 
these cold days. A whole block will some- 
times take turns in Warming Ranhds at a 
hibachi, wherein a few chunks of charcoal 
smoider in a bed of ashes.

Now appears another plufiderer of the poor 
in the guise of the capitalist who rents quilts 
by the night. He charges, and invariably 
coflects, from 1 farthing fora shred of dirty, 
patched old rag to a penny or even 4 cents 
for a foul but heavy covering. . Then, too, 
there are frayed silk quilts for bridal 
couples, but these are too costly to be rented 
by many bridegrooms. 

‘**Rent must be paid-in advance, and be- 
fore the family go to sléep the collector comes 
and gets either the money orthe quilt. With 
a fefinement of crieity he does not appear 
until the ledsee has turned in, and the loss 
of his covering will be doubly felt. There 
are heart rehding scenes when the penniless 
mothers strive to hold the quilt to protect 
their babes from the chill and damp. Like 
the pawnbroker an@.the money lender, the 
qtiilt lender is fillnty hearted. 

‘‘BPew of the tnhabitants of Shitaya ever 
get enough money ahead.to buy bed clothing, 
ahd the ghastly tragedy of renting is re- 
enacted again .and again for winter after 
winter. Where there are so many children 
having but a few cotton rags, the winter 
means acute misery. 

_™ Nothing that was evér edible can become 
too bad for the poor to use. From this and 
similar quarters the scavengers go forth 
daily searching for food, and they rake the 
city as with a comb.. Back they come at 
right laden with bad rice, decayed fish and 
meat, scraps ffom sidp barrels, broken food 
from restaurants, and all manner of queer 
odds and ends. 

“"This second hand food business has an 
extensive language of its own, with special 
terms for every kind and condition of edible 
junk that is brought to the quarter. This 
jargon is wholly unintelligible to the unini- 
tiated, and few there are who care to learn 
the language of the freezing and starving 
who rent. ras and dine on offal.

The corner stone of the new $40,000 building 
of the Association House settlement, at 575 
West North avenue, will be laid on Saturday 
afternoon. Miss Jane Addams, Prof. Graham 
Taylor, Dr. J. A. Vance of Hyde Park, and 
Dr. J. G. K. McClure of Lake Forest will 
take part in the exercises. 

The building will contain gymnasiums for 
both boys and girls, with showerbaths, re- 
ception, club and class rooms, and a home 
for the resident workers. A considerable por- 
tion of the cost already has been subscribed. 
The nucleus of the building fund was pro- 
vided through the efforts of the Young Men’s 
Bible class of the Hyde Park Presbyterian 
church. 

The settlement began in June, 1889, under 
the auspices of the Young Women’s Christian 
association. It was founded at the request of 
100 young women of the neighborhood. 

A large playground, partially equipped by 
the city, is used by 500 children during each 
day.and by as many older people in the even- 
j ing. Through friends in Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, and the suburbs of Chicago vaca- 
tions and outings have been given to thou- 


eands of poor persons.
